“ mere and Waste, under William theConq. 
“ whence (the) Dones took the name.” 
“This Descent of the Crewe Family as 
“ here drawn, is vouched by Sir Will. 
“ Dugdale, as done from Authentic Wri- 
“ tings, in his Visitation of Cheshire, the 
“ 3rd of August, 1G63, he being then 
“ Norroy, King at Arms, &c.’* 

The Centre is a large Shield, quartering the Arms 
of Crewe and Done, surmounted by their respec¬ 
tive Arms and Descents.
